O.S.R. 929(E).—Whereas a draft of certain rules fiuther 
to amend the Petroleum Rules, 1976, was published as requi¬ 
red by Sub-sections. (2) and t3) of section 29, of the Petrole¬ 
um Act, 1934, (30 of 1934), with the notifleation of the Go¬ 
vernment of India in the Ministry of Industry (Department 
of Industrial Development) No. GSR 433(E), dated the lUth 
April, 1989, in the Gazette of India, Extra-Ordinary, Part-II, 
Sectlon-3, Sub-Section (i) inviting objections or suggestions 
from all persons likely to bo affected thereby before the 
expiry of 45 days from the date on which the notification 
was made made available to the pubhc; 

And, whereas the said notification was made available 
to the public on the Hth May, 1989; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions were received 
from the public on the said draft by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, In exercise of the powers conferred by

(a) enter, inspect and search any place where he 

has reason to believe that any potiolenm is 
being imported, transported, .stored, produced, 
refined or blended or Is under transpoit and ins¬ 
pect all receptacles, plants and appliances uted 
in connection therewith in order to ascertain if 
they are in accordance with the provisions of the 
Act and of these rules; 

(b) search for petroleum therein; 

(c) take samples for testing of any petroleunr found 
therein and make payment by cash for values of 
samples taken; and . 

Id) seize, detain and remove any petroleum or any

These cylinders are to be placed in the petroleum cup o£ 
the testing apparatus in a Vertical position in such number aa 
will completely fill the cup. The cylinders must be in con¬ 
tact with one another bttt mii.st not be so tightly packed as 
to be deformed in shape.
